sense this is true, but in another and deeper 
sonso it is true, 
ft can advertise tlio work

lic servants; it can tear the mask from the 
canting hypocrite, and expose tho arts o! 
tho charlatan; but it cannot, against public 
sentiment, keep unworthy mon in power, or 
pnll down from his high place the man who 
lias deserved well of his country and con- 
tinues faithful to her service. ' Tho press 
neither claims nor seeks such f. power; and 
the failures of such attempts to mislead pub 
Ho opinion can bo read on every page of oni 
country's history, from tho'cabal which 
threatened to drive a "Washington from his 
country's service down to the pitiful efforts 
of tho servile organs of party to tarnish th» 
reputation of a Simmer. The press has no 
policy to enforce, no power to enforce n pol- 
icy against tho will of the people.

SCHOOLROOMS. 


HOW SOSOOLR001IS OUGHT TO BE ARRANGED 


TO SAVE THE EVES Or THE SCHOI.AKS ASDPKE- 


TENT THEM FROM BECOMING HOUND SHOUL. 


DEBED. 
Dr. lUeharu Liebreich is the first authority 


iu England on the eyes. His study and his 
long experience have lately been applied to 
the important question of how to make 
schools healthy. Ho has published two 
pamphlets which ought to bo put into the 
hands of every teacher aud of e.very person 
who has to do with building and managing 
schools. The first is on school life iu its 
influence on light; ihe second is a contribu- 
tion to school hygiene. Ho says positively 
that 
short-sighteduess is developed to n 


large 
degree during school 
life, 
aud 


that eveu where 
it is hereditary 
its 


origin and 
its 
increase aro due lo the 


neglect of any 
provision 
to 
protect 


the eyas of School children. Ho ascribes it, 
as well as other disturbances of the organ, 
of sight, to insufficient or ill-arranged light, 
or to a wrong positiou of the body during 
study 
or work. 
This makes it 
ne- 


cessary to lessen the distance between the 
eye and the book or paper while reading or 
writing; and to secure this in an easy way 
the desks or seats must bo in the right po- 
sition, and of the right shape and size. The 
light must be sufficiently strong and fall on 
the left side, and, as far as possible, from 
tt'jove. The children ought to sit straight, 
find not to have the book nearer to the eye 
(where tho sight is normal) than ten inches 
at the least. Besides this, tho book or 
paper ought to be raised twenty degrees for 
writing and about forty degrees for rending. 
The proper light is most easily obtained if 
the class room is of an oblong shape, the 
windows being in one of the long sidei 
and 
tho 
tables 
aud 
desks 
arranged 


parallel to the short walls, BO that the 
light falls from the left side. Tho teacher's 
desk ought to be placed nsar the short wall, 
towards which the pupils look. 


Light coming from tho right is not so 


good as that from the left because tho 
shadow of tho hand falls upon that part of 
the paper at which wo are looking. 
Light 


from behind is still worse, because the head 
and upper part of tho body throw a shadow 
on the book. 
Light from tho front which 


falls on tho face is the worst of all. because 
it is most hurtful to Iho oyos and it obliges 
tho scholars to turn their heads to avoid 
the shadow on tho book if it is held straight 
before them, and iu writing, they bend their 
heads as low us possible in order to shade 
thoir eyes. This method of 
lighting a 


schoolroom is very injurious to the eye, be- 
cause, firstly, the retina becomes fatigued 
by tho full glare upon it, aud tho diffused 
light renders the comparatively dark images 
of the printing and writing more difficult to 
be perceived; secondly, tho disturbing in- 
iluoucc of the light forces the scholars to 
take such a positiou as induces short sight- 
odnosn, differences iu tho sight of tho two 
eyes, aud certain weaknesses of tho muscles 
of the eye. Schoolrooms ought never to be 
lit by naked gas jots, which gi\ o an un- 
steady, bad light. 
Glass cylinders make 


the flame brighter and steadier. KeQoctors 
improve it still more—and they might lie 
made to perform tho office of vcnlilnlom,
